Since then 
its growth has been very rapid and it is 
now one of the most interesting cities 
of the United States. It has many 
natural adyantages~—a fine climate, and 
beautifully situated among the foothills 
of mountains sloping up from San 
entrance from 
. of the Pacific slope. 
istrict of the city is six 
miles from the ocean and on either side 
of a peninsula thirty miles long that 
se tes the bay from the sea. The 
climate is remarkable. The tempera- 
tare rarely goes above 85 in the summer 
or below 40 above zero in the winter. 
Woollen clothing is worn the year 
round. In fact, the ladies of our party 
found their furs a necessity in the even- 
ings notwithstanding the days were 
warm and pleasant. The swift move- 
ments of the tides keep the surrounding 
waters pure. Thestreet railway system 
is simply wonderful, The cable system 
was introduced,I am told here first and 
has become wonderfully perfected. 
Market street is the principle street, 
commencing as it does at the docks and 
extending easterly eight miles. From 
the same point of commencement and 
‘along the route of Market radiate the 
other streets of the city, the other prin- 
cipal streets being Haight, Hayes, 
Castro, Valencia, McAlister, California, 
Sacramento, Jackson, Union.ete. Into 
this brief skeleton sketch of tha city we 
will fill in some of the sights that 
naturally interest travellers, the public 
buildings. The new City Hall, one of 
the largest of the kind in the United 
States, has a frontage on Larkin street 
of 550 feet, on McAlister street 700 feet 
and on Park Avenue of 860 feet, It is 
96 feet high and is surmounted by a 
magnificent tower that reaches an alti- 
tude of 450 feet. The cost is somewhere 
hetween seven and ten millions of 
dollars.

BIBLE MANUSCRIPTS. 
Bisceverics of Ancient Writings Waring 
Reeent Veara, 

The oldest manuscripts of the Bible 
are not those of the Old Testament, | 
but of the New. The earliest New | 
Testament text dates from the fourth | 
century, whereas those of the Old | 
Testament are not older than the ninth | 
century. 
Thus the oldest extant manuscripts | 
of the Hebrew Old Testament are 500 
years later than the earliest manu- 
scripts of the Greek New Testament, | 
One eminent modern writer declares 
that all the existing Hebrew manw- | 
scripts of the Old Testament descend | 
from a single copy made in the reign | 
of Hadrian (A. D. 102-117), at 
time of the great persecution of the | 
Jews by that Emperor. 
Some memorials of the greatest 
value, completely revolutionizing ll 
previous knowledge of the conditions | 
under which written documents were | 
prepared in remote ages, have been 
discovered within the last’ decade or 
so by the merest accident. Of such | 
nature was the discovery of the ‘Tel- 

el-Armana tablets, nine years ago. 

These were found by an Egyptian 
woman in 1887 among the ruine of an 
ancient temple between Memphis and | 


Thebes. They are of clay, ana con- 
tain the engraved correspondence in 


of diplomacy at t age) between 
King Amenophis IV. of Egypt and his 
vassal Princes in Palestine. The tab- 
lets belong to the age ef the Book of 
Joshua, and in part relate to the events 
recorded therein.

The annual statistics of the, Bureau 
Veritas classification of ships relating 
to the mercantile navy of the world 

ve the total nuinber of sea-going ves- 
sels now afloat measuring over fifty 
tons as 25,570, with an aggregate ton- 
nage of 9,823,995 tons. this number 
Great Britain comes first with 8,793 
ships of 3,333,607 tons. The United 
States is second with 3,824 vessele and 
1,362,317 tons. Norway is third with 
nearly 1,000 less veasels than the Unit- 
ed States, but nearly the same amount 
of tonnage. Frante occupies only the 
eighth rank, between Sweden and 
Greece. In regard to the steamers 
Enziand counts 5,771 veasels, with 
nearly 10,000,000 tons.

Facts for School Trustee, Teachers, 
and Others. 

At the Entrance Examination, No, 5 
Drawing Book will be required. 

Hereafter, in all elections for Rural 
School Trustees, a farmer's son, quali- 
fied to vote at a municipal elec- 
tion, will be qualified to yote for a 
school trustee, or may be elected as 
Trustee. Assessors are required to re- 
port with regard to the equalization of 
Union School sections on or before June 
ist instead of the ist of July as hereto- 
fore. Hereafter, the school grant 
known asthe Municipal Grant, (the 
equivalent to the Legislative Grant), 
will give place to a Township Grant of 
$150 (with $100 additional for each as- 
sistant teacher) to each rural school in 
operation during the whole year. The 
regular school grants will, thus, be the 
Legislative Grant and the Municipal 
Township Grant. Municipal Councils 
may now issue school debentures for 
amounts less than $100 if deemed ex- 
pedient. In the case of poor sections 
this change will be very acceptable. The 
necessity for the amendment was 
brought to the notice of the Minister of 
Education by Inspector Mackintosh. 
Any by-law exempting any portion of 
the rateable property of a municipality 
from taxation in whole or in part, will 
not apply to school rates of any kind.

The volume of business 
was also rapidly growing when the 
‘‘ shut down ” orders came, as high as 
$2,000 pounds of milk being received in 
one day. © creamery plant consists 
of a small steam engine, two cream sep- 
arators, each witha capacity of 2200 
pounds per hour, a large churn with a 
capacity of about 450 pounds of butter 
in one churning,a butter-working table, 
etc. This plant was putin by Messrs. 
Connor & Richardson, of this village, 
and the job was first-class in eyery re- 


spect, and highly satisfactory to the 


roprieters. We understand the manu- 
acture of batter will be resumed at this 
factory for the winter, after the cheese 
season is over.

WHY LATIN ISUSED. 


A Very Geed Reason Why This Langaage t+ 
Usedin Writing Preacriptiens. 

The New York Herald publishes the 
following reply to the query why doo. 
tors use Latin in writing their pres- 
oriptions instead of English. 

In the first place, Latin is a more 
exact and concise language than Eng- 
lish, and, being a dead language, does 
not change, as all living languages do. 

Then, again, since a very large part 
of all drugs in use are botanical, they 
have in the pharmacopoeia the same 
names that they have in botany-— the 


solentific names. Two-thirds of such] the 


drugs haven't any English names, and 
so couldn't be written in English. 

But suppose a doctor did write a pre- 
scription in English for an uneducated 
patient. The patient reads it, thinks 
he remembers it, and so tries to ‘get 
it filled from memory the second time. 
Suppose, for instance, it called for iod- 
ide of potassium, and he got it confus- 
ed with oyanide of potassium. He 
could safely take a number of .grains 
of the first, but one grain of the seo- 
ond would kill him. 

That's an extreme case, but it will 
serve for an illustration. Don’t you 
seo how the Latin is a protection and 
a safeguard to the patient? Presorip- 
tions in Latin he can't read, and con- 

wently does not try to remember. 
“Sow or a final reason. Latin is a 
language that is used by sclentifio men 
the world over, and no other lan 
is. You can get a Latin prescription 
filled in any country on the face of the 
earth where there is a drug store.

BICYCLE REGULATIONS,

The New Customs Rates txseed—A Bepostt 
of Thirty Per Cent. Required From the 
Ricyelist. 


The new customs regulations‘ affect- 
ing bicyclists entering Canada from the 
United States have been distributed to 
the customs officers at the different 
points along the border. 
new rules a bicyclist must pay a de 
posit of 30 per cent. on the value of his 
wheel as asseased by the customs offi- 
cer. He must also zive a full desecrip- 
tion of his wheel, which is entered on a 
form, and a duplicate of this latter is 
given the bicyclist. When the latter 
leaves Canada, no. matter at what 
point, he hands this duplicate to the 
customs and it is forwarded to the ori- 
ginal point of entry. If the descrip- 
ion the wheel is correct the deposit 
is returned to the bicyclist at his home 
address. The only difference between 

the new regulations and those origin- 

ially issued by the Government is that 
the customs officer ia permitted to use 
his discretion as to the length of time 
the bicyclist may remain in Canada. As 
ja usual thing the customs officers value 
the wheels at between $30 and $40, so 
that the usual deposit required is from 
$9 to $12.

In Australia you can ride a dis- 
tance of 1,000 miles across the 
country for $6.60, first-class, while 
workmen can ride six miles for two 
cents, twelve miles for four cents, 
and thirty miles for ten cents, and 
railroad men receive from 25 to 30 
per cent more wages for eight hours 
of labor than they are paid in this 
country for ten hours. 

In Victoria, where these wages 
prevail, the net income from the 
railroads is sufficient to pay all the 
federal taxes. 

In Hungary, where the roads are 
state owned, you can ride six miles 
for one cent, and since the roads 
have been bought by thé govern- 


ment the men’s wages have doubled. | ful

The United States pays the rail- 
roads not quite $275 to transport a 
loaded postal car from Boston to San 
Francisco. A passenger car will 
carry 50 passengers which, at $10 
each would be $500,or a clear profit 
of $225 per car, and this, too after 
paying 54 per cent on watered stock, 
which is fally 100 per cent on the 
cost of the road.

tables offer. Many housekeepers who 
are otherwise successful in their cul-

or Tam too much. Probably they use 
poor flour, gray and coarea and then 
many make loaves of such an immense 
Size that the sizht of them is unappe- 
tizing. Gow! sweet bread and butter 
is often preferable to the finest cake 
As in everything else considerable care 
thust be taken in breadmaking if it ie 
to be good. If a housekeeper has an 
old and tried recipe it ia not always 
best to make a chanze, but if she is 
not satisfied with the bread she makes 
this manner of making it may prove 
satisfactory. 

One of the first essentials is zood 
feast. The compressed yeast which is 
bought in small cakes is weed by so 
many people successfully that it seems 
troublesome to make any at home. Still, 
on the farm this kind may not always 
be obtainable and for that reason we 
zivé the two following recipes for home-

Stir the flour 
in a little cold water until smooth and 
with this thicken the potato and hi 
water, Pour all in a stone jar ant 
when lukewarm add the yeast and beat, 
Allow this to stand until lizht in a 
temperature of about seventy dezrees. 
It should then be removed to a cool 
—_— and ai the end of twenty-four 
ours the other ingredients should be 
aided. This will keep for four weeks in 
& cool plage. A scant teacupful will 
make six loaves. 
Apother good jeast, but a littl more 
trouble to make is the followinz:

Sugar (granulated) one-half pound 

Tie the hops in a clean muslin bag 
and boil in the four quarts of water for 
one bour. Allow it to become luke- 
warm before removing the bag, press- 
ing it free of the water. stir a little 
of the flour at a time in part of the 
liquor to a smovth paste and add to 
the hop water until the entire amount 
i used. Pul in the sait and sugar and 
beat three minutes. Place in an open 
dish, cover with a thin cloth and set 
in & moderately warm room or closet 
for three days. The temperature should 
be kept even. On the third day peel, 
boil and mash the potatoes until free 
from lumps and stir zraaually into the 
hop liquor. Stand in a warm kitchen 
for twelve hours and tir frequently. 
It can then be put into carefully clean- 
it will keep 
one month in a cool place. 

The last thing before retiring set the 
sponze--in warm weather the later the 
better. Have three potatoes carefully 
mashed and one and a half quarts of 

ato water. Mix with this one cup- 
ul of the yeast and enough sifted flour 
to thicken it. In the merning measure 
out three guarts of flour and reserve 
one pint of it for kneadinz.

Experience of a Woung Soldier in Mis 
First Engagement. 

An old soldier who had seen service 
for many a year in the Crimea, India, 
China, Africa, and Egypt, was asked 
one day in a London club whether he 
remembered the first time when he 
was under fire. 

“Certainly,” he replied. “No soldier 
ever forgets that experience.” 

“Did you feel like a hero at the time?” 

“No, indeed, It was in one of the 
@reat battles of the Crimea. I was a 
young officer who had teen run out 
of the military school ahead of time 
to fill a vacancy. I had hardly been 
in camp a week before the regiment was 
ordered to charge a Russian battery, 
which was posted in a commanding pos- 
ition. We wert forward on the gallop 
through a dense cloud of smoke, swoop- 


ed down upon the battery, sabred the | 


artillerymen, and captured the (guns. 
We — y ard mn. Ree it was 
@ very brilliant charge. Yet there was 
at least one hossar who acknow ledg- 
ed himaelf te be a coward from begin- 
= to end.” : f 

“Then you were terribly frightened 
by —_ irst battle?” 

“Yos, that is the truth. I went ahead 
with the others, but I was trembling 
with fear and excitement. I shut my 
eyes and made no attempt to de my 
horse. I thought of my ¢ mother 
at home, and wondered how I had ever 
been so foolish as to think of the army, 
when there were comfortable profes- 
sions, like the ministry and the law, 
which I might have followed. 

“The charge occupied only 


a few 


Minutes, but it seemed an endless time | 


before we were behind those murder- 
ous guns and had the cannoners at our 
tmeroy. I was among the first to be with 
them, and | swaggered with my sabre, 
while the horse rode down and killed 
& gunner. But my heart was like a 
of ice. A greater coward never 
sorambled over an entrenchment. All 
the time I was repeating texts from the 
Bible and sentences from the Lord's 
Prayer, and wishing myself thousands 
miles away.” 
The veteran laughed heartily over 
ini his firet battle. 
,” heeadded, 
“was that they considered it a great 
explelt, and insisted upon giving me a 
medal for my heroic and <omgeuee 
conduct, when Iwas ai white-faced, 
ited coward from first to last, 
and my horse did all the fight for 
me, trampling the gunner underfoot.” 
Probably the veteran exaggerated his 
boyish trepidation and panic. He coul 
have afforded to do so, for he was a 
seasoned soldier whose courage and 
even reoklesaness, were well known; but

A STRANGE LIGHTHOUSE. 


i We Withent Kamp or Keeper and Yer 
Bheds Ite Beams. 


The most extraordinary pf all light- 
houses is to be found on Armish Rock, 
Stornoway Bay —a rock which is sep- 
arated from the Island of Lewis by a 
channel over 500 feet wide. It is in 
the Hebrides, Scotland. On this rock 


a conical beacon is erected and on ita 
suromi: & lantern is fixed, from which, 
night after night, shines a light which 
is seen by the fishermen far and wide. 
Yet there is no burning lamp in the 
lantern and no attendant ever to 
it, for the simple reason that there is 
no lamp to attend to, no wick to train, 
and no oil-well to replenish. 

The way in which this particualr 
lighthouse is illuminated is this: “On 
the Island of Lewis, 500 feet or so away; 
is a lighthouse, and from the window 
in the tower a stream of hgh 
jected on & mirror in the tern on 
the summit of Arnish Rock. These 
rays are reflected to an arrangement

WHAT TO DO, 


Should the back of a book break, so as 
to leave the covers “hanging by the 
| eyelids,” take a piece of old kid glove 
(or, if the volume is too large for this, 
beg some scraps of kid from the shoe 
maker).

Each eye produces 
a plant, and from the largest of these, 
at the end of a twelve-month, will ap 
pear a huge purple bloseam. It depends 
from a thick stem, is big and round 
at the base, tapers to a point, is a foot 
or eighteen inches long, and ix com- 
posed of many compact rows of great 
overlapping petals. 

HOW IT DEVELOPS. 

Beginning at the base of the blossom 
these petals curl upward, disclosing the 
tiny “hands” of bananas, each having 
eight to ten “fingers” as the individ- 
ual fruita are termed by the grower. 
in this manner the successive hands are 
gradually brought to view by the un- 
folding and dropping of petals on alter- 
nate sides of the stem, until the bunch 
is complete.

Bananas always curl 
their outer end upward as they grow, 
and not downward, as is supposed by 


most persons who have only seen the 
bunches hanging upside aown in fruit 
stalls. 

After the fruit is formed it takes 
about three months to ‘fill’. or attain 
its full size. Then, altogether it is 
still green, the bunch is cut and hung 
in & shaded place to ripen, for bananas 
one eae. ripen best after being gath- 
e 


THEN IT DIES. 

Having borne ita single bunoh of 
fruit, the lifework of the plant is end. 
ed, and it quickly dies, or. as is always 
the case where it is cultavared,-is at 
once out down.

the stem of which cannot be removed | 


from lnen or cotton. The place of the 
cefunc’ “tree” is immediately taken by 
the eturdiest of the cluster of shoots 
that have sprung up in its shadow, and 
thus from « single sucker the supply 
<r Plante is continued indefi- 
nitely. 

Bananas require a damp, rich soil; but 
that rege given, they repay the 
labor of planting and such slight cul. 
tivation as is required to keep them 
free from other growths, with a yield 
8O great as to be ont of all proportion 
to the work expended upon them. After 
« while, too, the plants aid im their 
own cultivation by 86 covering Ehe 
grouse about them with their own re 
use leaves as effectually to prevent 
any other growth in their immediate 
vicinity. 

ITS PROLIFIC POWERS, 

Se generous is the fruitage of this 
extraordinary plant that its fruit pro- 
duct was estimated by Baron von Hum- 
boldt to be one hundrea aud thirty- 
three times greater than that of 
wheat, and forty-four times more than 
that of potatoes. In other words, if a 
certain area of ground would produce 
thirty-three pounds of wheat or nine- 
ty-nine of tatoes, an equal area of 
banana land would yiela tour thousand 
pounds of fruit, containing all the life- 
sustaining properties of both wheat and 
potatoes. Von Humboldt also asserted 
that the arable lands of Central Am- 
érica alons can produce enough ban- 
anas to feed the world. 


HOW DID IT TRAVEL! 


It is now generally admitted that 
the banana is indigenous only to the 
Malayen Peninsula, and that, as it has 
neither seeds to be scattered by birds 
nor a buoyant busk like that of the 
cocoanut, to float it in ocean currents 
it must have been by human agency 
spread to all the other parts of the 
world where it is now found. 

But as it was discovered in Central 
America and the West Indian Islands 
by the followers of Columbus, the ques 
tion arises, “Who carried it to those 
places?" Was the original discovery and 
settlement of America made by banana 
planters from the Pacific islands, a 
efore Europeans orossed the Atlantiof 

If the story of the banana's wanderings 
wereitruly recorded, much of the hidden 

history the human race might stand 
revealed. 

ITS COMMERCIAL ACTIVITY. 

A few years ago the only bananas 
brought to the United States came in 
small, but swift ee vessels from the 
West Ladies, and the fruit, now so plen- 
tiful everywhere, was almost unknown 
beyond the larger coas" cities. Then 
bananas sold at retail for from five to 
ten cents apiece, and but few people 
were able to indulge in them. 

The demand has doubled about every 
five years since 1860, and the result 
is that now there are regular lines of 
fruit steamers, devoted almust wholly 
to the banana trade, running from Bos- 
ton. New York, Philadelphia, Baltimore 
and New Orleans to J amaica.Cuba and 
various Central American ports, and 
betaging back bananas by the million 
bunches during every month in the 
year. Though the largest shipments 
are received during the summer months, 
when they can he more economically 
ripened, t banana is the one fruit 
that is always in season. 

ITS VARIED USES. 

A be meal, which will keep as 
long as wheat flour, and make an in- 
finitely more nutritious bread,is prom- 

; sed for the immediate future. Banana 
sausage and banana beer have success, 
fully passed the experimental stages. 

Banana skins contain a tough fibre, 
from which the finest of cloth can be 
woven, The juice yielded by these skins 
during the process of extracting their 
fibre can be used either as an indelible 
ink or fermented into good vinegar.

This was 
not a test of the sailing qualities of the 
two ships, however, as light and baffl- 
ing winds prevailed nearly all the way 
from Australia to San Francisco. They 
are not likely to meet again for some 
time, as the Arctic Stream is gv 
back to Sydney, N.S.W., with a load 
wheat and the Cromdale remains in 
San Francisco.

} mother of many children, and the pains- 

taking solicitude for thelr welfare has 
nevet been sacrificed to the greater affairs 
of state. Her home is her Somestic king- 
dom as the nation is her public one. 

The British Queen may be fat and old 
as the cartoonists love to remind us; her 
health may be crumbling under the stress 
of age, and she may be living under the 
orders of doctors, but none the less she 
is still dominant among her Ministers. 

The events of the last six months have 
found her ready and prompt and positive 
in her measures for England's in ity. 
Those measures may not be in ce 
with the views of Americans and for- 
elgnera, but yet their adaptation to Eng- 
land's needs cannot be questioned. 

Her peculiar position among the other 
sovereigns of Europe was interestingly 
outlined in an editorial of the New York 
Sun, which spoke of heras a woman 
who wields an influence unique in the 
history of royalty. Speaking of the ad- 
monitory letter she sent her grandson, 
Emperor Willilam of Gerrmany, when 
his too ready private sympathy led him 


demnation of English filibusters, the 
Sun said:— 
“She does not fear to remind her 
m, the German warrior, of his 
duties; she looks upon her relative hy 
tiarriage, the Russian Czar, ax a young- 
ster in need of guidance; she is on the 
best of terme with the Emperor of Aus- 
tria, and with the King of Italy, and the 
King of the Belgians, and the Kings of

jence. Thus Her Majesty possesses a 
power unlike that of any other sovereign 
jin Europe.

She rules over England and takes her 
part in governing it." 

Since Queen Victoria came into power 
she has been served by sixteen premiers, 
and has witnessed twenty-six changes of 
Ministry and some of the greatest . re- 
forms of the century. It is believed that 
her seventeenth premier will be « man 
who for twenty years past has been 
recognized leader of the Liberal move 
ment In England; one who during the 
disturbing occurrences Of the last year 
has ae the prominent and dominant 
figure in English polities. As secretary 
of the colonial office Joseph Chamber- 
lain has developed an unexpectedly 
strong hand, and surprised Englishmen, 
slow to accord praise, into an outburst 
of popular adulation. His masterful con- 
trol of the vexing Transvaal affair ell- 
cited such enthusiastic demonstrations as 
have not recently been accorded to any 
public man in England. After that inci- 
dent he could not walk along the street 
without being followed by a cheering 
crowd, and people assembled at the rail- 
why stations when he traveled, threw up 
their hate and howled encouraging ap- 
proval and exhortation at the popular idol. 

The London correspondent of the Sun, 
writing of this coming man, remarked :— 

“Mr. Chamberlain from the first aimed 
to sasert himself. He struck out a lHne of 
policy in the conduct of colonial affairs 
as daring as it was. novel, and this ex- 
Republican Mayor of Birmingham, this 
politician who learned statesmanship in 
& provinelal municipal school, this ex- 
Liberal Minister who deserted his chief 
and his principles with what appeared to 
be shameful ingratitude and fiippancy, 
had not been three months a member of 
the Tory Cabinet before he began to at- 
tain reputation asa leader in the new 
Imperialist licy in the treatment of 
colonial affairs which had too long been 
mismanaged by mere bureaucrats. 

‘Mr. Chamberlain saw the opportunity 
and was quick to seize it. He was al- 
ready making a big reputation when this 
ee piece of luck came his way. 

or many years past the conduct of oolo- 


nial affairs has been #0 flabby, that when 
the people saw a Minister displaying 
courage, tenacity, and eagacity they set 
up A great shout of admiration and 
thankfulness. 

“In his heart Mr. Chamberlain is a 
demagogue with a tihrough contempt 
for the mob, and he pursues his way with 
his eyes always on the goal of his ambl- 
tion, which ta and ever has been the pre- 
miership of England. He has passed most 
of his rivals in this exciting and deeply 
interesting race. Mr. Gladstone being dis- 
qualified by age, Mr. Chamberlain feared 
no other competitor, and events have jus- 
tifled this confidence.” 

It was at Osborne House that Queen 
Victoria resided during the exciting 
events that transpired in South Africa, 
and there ‘‘Joe’’ Chamberlain was often 
summoned for consultation. Osborne 
House is the Queen's own property in 
the Isle of Wight, and there she can enjoy 
a privacy whic! is not possible at her 
palaces of State, Windsor and Buocking- 
ham.—Argosy.

Conscription le the curse of the Old 
World. It eo system that has car- 
ried ruin and desolation into many « 
home, and that is responsible not only 
for the enormous national debt, bat 
also for the appalling burden of taxa- 
tion beneath which moat Eurcvpean na- 
tions are staggering; taxation so heavy 
that it is forcing thousands upon thou- 
sands of useful citizens whose remain- 
ing at home would have constituted 
& ‘source of strength to their native 
country to expatriate themselves. Con- 
scription converts into a mere fallacy 
the doctrine of freedom, and, curious. 
ly enough, it dates from that very 
Freoch revolution of 1794, which is yren- 
erally supposed to have begun an era 
of liberty, equality, and enlightenment 
for the people of the Old World. Prior 
to the last decade of the eighteenth 
century, military service in every part 
of Europe was voluntary, and armies 
were raised by means of enlistment. 
Tt waa the revolutionary Government 
which preceded the first empire at 
Paris that begun the method of com- 
pulsory military wervice for every citi- 
zen, and to-day there is not « single 
one of the European powers which 
has not adopted conscription in a more 
or less drastic form as part and par- 
cel of its military system. 

In Germany, France, Spain, Russia, 
and particularly in Italy, conseription 
is in vogue, and conscription, too, of 
the most severe and stringent charac- 
ter. From the very moment that a 
young fellow attains manhood, unless 
he happened to be the only son and 
support of a widow, he becomes Mable 
to compulsory military service.

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FEEDING CALVES ON SKIM MILE. 

My. way of feeding calves is this: Feed 
whole milk one week, then partly skim- 
med, gradually lessening the proportion 
of whole milk till by the time the calf 
is twelve days old it is all skimmed, 
writes C. P. Goodrich. But it is new 
and sweet and warm, having been, im- 
mediately after being drawn from the 
cow, run through separator and fed at 
once. As the cream is taken from the 
milk a little oll meal is added, dissolv- 
ed in hot water. Two tablespoonfuls 
to a calf per day is sufficient. At first 
it'is better not to feed as much as that 
From six to eight quarts of milk a 
day is given to each calf, according to 
the size and age. It is given in two 
or three feeds a day. Three feeds are 
better than two! only the noon feed has 
to be warmed. To avoid that trouble 
we usually feed but twice, morning and 
night, when the mk is warm from the 
cows. As soon as the calf will eat oats 
and bran it bas all it will eat. Clover 
hay is fed. This skim milk feed is _ 
up till the calf is seven or sight mont 
old. Fed in this way calves make a 
very large growth but do not become 
fat. This is just what we want for a 
dairy calf. e do not want to feed 
fattening foods, such as corn ar Timothy 
hay. We do not want them to get the 
beef habit if we desire them, as cows, 

turn all their. food into milk and 

none into beef. 

if we were feeding calves of a beef 
breed or beef type and were rattins 
them for beef production we shoul 
Whole 
milk would be fed longer—till the calf 
ia from four to six w old. Some corn 
would be fed in addition to oil meal, 
oats and bran as soon as it would be 
eaten, and no objection would be made 
to Timothy hay. i fact [ would want 
to make the calves fat, as well as grow 
famt. We used to think that the only 
way to raise good beef animals was to 
let the calves run witb the cows for six 
or eight months, but we found that 
those fed as I have deseribed by. the 
time they were a year old were nearly, 
if not quite, as good.

LEAP YEAR. : 

The leap year which is with us is. 
however, to a certain extent peculiar, 
since another will not oceur for eight 
years. Such an interval has occurred 
twice before in the history of Scotland, 
and only once in the histery of Eng- 
land, and two centuries will elapse be- 
fore it occurs again. The last year of 
j the present century, 1900, will not be a 
leap year, but 2000, the last year of the 
succeeding century, will. The year 2100 
will again be acommon year, so that the 
next period of seven consecutive com- 


mon yeara will be between 2006 and 
2104. 


The rule by which this seemingly ar- 
bitrary interference with an establish- 
ed order of things is regulated is com- 
paratively simple, but its history is in 
many respects both curious and inter- 
esting. As every one knows, the earth 
revolves around its axis, and also tra- 
vels rougd the sun, the one revolution 
causing ‘the alternation of day and 
night, the. other that of the seasons. 
From the earliest times men have made 
ust of both these series of changes aa a 
means of reckoning tim: snd had there 
been @ simple numerical relation be- 
tween them there need never have been 
any trouble with leap years and euch 

Unfortunately, however, this is not at 
present the case. The number of re- 
volutions which the earth makes when 
it goes once around the sun, instead of 
being a whole number, is a number and 

ond stars that lit bes rich rea barr. 
a fraction or, in other words, the earth 
goes round the sun in 365 days, 5 urs., 
48 win. and 46 sec. or 365.2422 days. 

This is not, however, discovered in a 
day. Various guesses were made at the 
proper length of the year, and calendars 
were drawn up in accordance with them. 
But in the course of time the error ac- 
cumulated, with the result that the sea- 
sons changed places, and the vernal 
equinox, instead of remaining at a fixed 
place in the calendar, moved backward 
or forward, according as the approxima- 
tion was in excess or defect, and extra 
days had to be intercalated or omitted 
to set things right. 

By the time of Julius Ceasar the Rom- 
an year, which consisted of 355 days, had 
worked loose by three months, so that 
the winter months had been carried 
back into autumn. In oraer to prevent 
such confusion in future, with the aid 
of oo he fixed the length of the 
nag at $65 1-4 days, or three years of 

) days, followed by one of 366. At the 
same time, to bring back the equinox to 

its proper place, he intercalated ninety 
days into the current year of 355 days, 
making it 645 days—probably the long- 
est year on record. This was the Julian 
calendar, and to it we owe to this da 
the leap year which comes every fourt 
year. 

But the approximation on which the 
| calendar was based, though much more 
j}acourate and convenient than any that 
| had receded it, gave too long a year 

by t difference between 365.25 and 
$65.2422, the error amounting to a day 
in 128 years. In the course of the cen- 
| turies the equinox gradually receded to- 
ward the beginning of the gel Ceasar 
had fixed it on March 25; by the time 
of the council of Nice, held in 325, it fell 
on the 2ist of March, and by 1582 it had 
receded to March Li. In order to re- 
store the equinox to the position it 
occupied in . when the council of 
las had drawn up regulations for the 
| fixing of Easter, Bope regory, in 1582, 
directed ten days to be suppressed, and 
as the error was found to amount to 
three days in 400 years, he laid down 
that in future the last year of every 
century should be an ordinary year, un- 
| less it is divisible by 400, in which case 
| it was to be a leap year. Thus 1900 will 
ibe an ordinary year, but 2000 will be 
\@ leap year. 
| Pope Gregory's correction gives an 
‘average year of 965.2425 dave. or twenty- 
} ix seconds longer than t true year. 
These odd seconds will amount Na 
whole year in 3323 years, and it has 
| been proposed to allow for this error by 
providing that the year 4000 and all its 
| multiples, shall be common years. But 
it be pedantic foresight. and it 
| is unnecessary to discuss the question 
| whether the year 4000 ought or ought 
not to be a leap year. In ages yet to 
come, when the friction of the tides has 
|sO retarded the rotation of the earth 
that 365 days make a year, leap years 
/will be unnecessary. But that isa still 
remoter contingency, and in the mean- 
time Pope Gregory's calendar is likely 
to remain in its present form.

CHINA'S WOMAN RULER. 

Ever since the Empress Dowager of 
China retired from the formal direction 
of the affaira of the empire, and the 
young Emperor assumed all the duties 
of his high office, the memorials to 
the throne have been addressed to the 
Emperor alone, and not, as before, to 
both the Emperor and the Empress 
Dowager, with the distinction of high- 
est honor in the form of address given 
to the latter. 

For some time it has been well known 
among those acquainted with the inn- 
er life of the palace that the Emporor 
was not left to his own individual judg- 
ment. but in all important mattere 
must secure the opinions and approval 
of his aunt, the Empresas Dowager.

Saree at 

The regular annual meeting of the 
Association was held in Madoc on the 
Zist and 22ndinst. The first session 
was called to order. by President Mac- 
kintosh in the Lecture Rodm of the 
Presbyterian Church shortly after 10 
o'clock. 

After the reading and adoption of 
former minutes, a {copy of resolutions 
passed by the P. 8. Department of the 
Ontario Educational Agsociation was 
referred toa committee for considera- 
tion. At a later session the commit- 
tee’s report was adopted by a light vote, 
in favor of the resolutions except that 
relating to"British History. The reso- 
lutions formerly appeared in the Re- 
VIEW. 

Reports were received from the Li- 
brarian, from the Treasurer showing a 
balance on hand of $62, and from the 
Delegates to the O. E. A. . 

The first subject, Analysis and Par- 
sing, was taken by Mr. R. McCaffrey, 

who explained his method of dealing 

with it by blackboard illustration. 

Miss Kells continued the discussion. 

Excellent essays were read by Miss 
Stewart on The Teachers’ Influence, by 
Miss Campbell on The Teacher's Prep- 
aration for classwork, and by Miss 
McCarthy on morals and manners in 
the Public School. Each was heartily 
applauded. 

nspector Summerby of Prescott and 
Russell, dealt with Reading in a very 
practical manner. It is most import- 
ant to understand what is -read, to fol- 
low the sentiment and to appreciate the 
beauties of style. The deficiencies of 
vocal expressions were enumerated 
and copious examples were given of in- 
distinct articulation xnd mispronuncia- 
tion. Teachers should aim at accura- 
cy, The dictionary shouid be consulted 
carefully. Lists of suitable words 
should me propered for drillin pronun- 
ciation. Distinct speaking and reading 
should be insisted upon in- every sub- 
eg A good example should be given 

y the teacher. Phonic drill should be 

continued in the Third and Fourth 

Classes. Supplementary reading 

should be done by pupils and teacher. 

Pupils should read aloud their own 

composition. Principal Watson of the 

Madoc High School thought ono defect 

was reading too fast. Prof. Clark, M. 

A,, of Trinity College, Toronto, said 

that the average Canadian pronuncia- 

tion was better than the average Eng- 
lish pronunciation but that the best 

English pronunciation was better than 

the best Canadian pronunciation. He 

urged the importance of a good ex- 
ample and patient practice afterwards, 

Our School System was the subject 
of a spirited address by Prof. Clark. 
His comments were, on the whole, eulo- 
gistic. Two defects were too muchex- 
amination and too much cram. The 
unsuitability of some examination 
papers was exemplified. Improper ex- 
aminationc tended to produce humbugs 
which should be avoided. 

The following officers wére elected for 
the ensuing year :—President. Mr. Wm. 
Mackintosh, P. 8. I,; First Vice-Presi- 
dent, Mr. E. T, Williams; Second Do.. 
Miss McCarthy ; Treasurer, Mr. J. B. 
Morton; Librarian. Miss Campbell, 
Secretary, Mr. J. R. Brown. To act 
with the officers as a Management 
Committee there were also elected Mr. 
Dd, soe Stirling; Mr. W. C. Brown, 
Rawdon ; Mr. R. Snell, Marmora: Mr. 
Cornell, Huntingdon; Miss Stewart. 
Madoc and Miss Kells, Elzevir. 

The evening session was held in the 
Methodist church in which a large and 
appreciative audience assembled to hear 
a most interesting and instructive ad- 
dress on Tennyson by Prof. Clark. The 
chair was taken by Mtr. E. D, O'Flynn. 
The learned lecturer outlined his ‘esti- 
mate of the poet, the period to which he 
belonged, and the changes that occur- 
red in Europe during his career. Ac- 
counts were given of his family, early 
history, school life, early and later 
literary efforts, personal qualities, dffi- 
culties and final success. Extracts 
were.read to show the drift of his gen- 
ius alsO the increase of power that 
marked his later work. On motion of 
Messrs. F.E. Seymour, M. A., and 
J. 8. Carstairs, B. A., a cordial yote of 
thanks was tendered to Prof. Clark for 
his admirable address, It was con- 
sidered the best of its class that a 
Madoc audience has had the privilege 
of listening to for some time. 

The Friday morning session was 
held in the Presbyterian church Lecture 
Room. After routine work, Drawing 
was handled by Mr. R. Snell, of Mar- 
mora. The object is to. give practice 
in obseryation, in appreciation of form 
and beauty and in manual training. 
Models should be used. Special in- 
structions should be giyen for working 
drawings, perspective, etc. Drawing 
pencils should not be used for other 
work. Draw fruit, ete.. in season. 
Messrs. Adshead and Brown continued 
the discussion. 

Inspector Summerby gave some 
leaves from his note oS regarding 
teachers’ mistakes. Searching examin- 
ation questions are not giyen. Back- 
ward pupils are neglected. Reviewing 
is overlooked. Not enough attention 
is given to Jacotot’s niaxim, *‘ Learn. 
verify, relate, repeat.” Time is wasted 
in dictation exercises, in distributing 
books and talking to inattentive pupils. 
Pupils are not drilled for change of 
work. Teacher is untidy, does not at- 
tend to manners, does not encourge 
ar or sympathize with them.

Mr. F. E. Seymour, M, A.. next read

with the Atlantic Ocean. Most ‘in- 


teresting facts were given as to its di- 
mensions, contour, bed, islands of vol- 
canic or coral formation, motions and 
effecté of its tides, winds and currents. 
The usually-received theory regarding 
the effects of the Gulf- stream upon 
western Europe was shown to be falla- 
cious, the results of recent investiga- 
tions proving otherwise. The paper 
was fullof valuable informatian and 
elicited hearty applause. — 

Dr, Clark again gave a short address 
referring characteristically to the atten- 
tion given to athletics instead of study, 
to the interdependence of subjects, the 
relation of Architecture and Painting 
to History and closed with inspiring 
remarks Upon the dignity of the teach- 
er’s work, 

Mr. J. 8. Carstairs, B. A., next dealt 
with History at some length showing 
the benefits of the subject, his manner 
of teaching it and pointing out some of 
the common defects which produce un- 
satisfactory results. Scaife’s Historical 
ehart was recommended. 

The subject of Attention was discussed 
by the Secretary after which Mr. J. 
Johnston. S. 1. South Hastings, gave 
a lively practical address on several 
subjects of school work. 

r. E. T. Williams next took the 
subject of Infinitives and Participles. 
He showed by means of examples his 
manner of parsing them. 

The President then discussed Mental 
Arithmetic. The name is a misnomer. 
Oral would a better word. The main 
difference between oral and written 
work is that by the latter, larger num- 
bers may be tised. The objects of Arith- 
metical work are (1) to aid in formation 
of character, (2) to prepare for practical 
everyday life, (8) to aid in expression of 
thought. Composition should not be 
separate from other subjects, The ad- 
vantages of Oral rithmetic are (1) 
economy of time, (2) exercise in oral 
composition, Oral work should be 
done from the first, It should precede, 
accomp ny and follow written work, 
The (sermans give half the time for 
Arithmetic to oral work with good 
results. The following order for class- 
work was given. Teacher dictates 
question. Pupils solve silently. At 
signal, pupils mark answers on slates 
or paper. Pupil shows or states 
answer. Solutions. with reasons are 
given by pupils. 

Inspector Summerby dealt with Desk 
work, In ungraded schools two-thirds 
to five-sixths of a pupils’s time is spent 
at the desk. All progress proceeds from 
a felt want. The child learnt very 
much before he came to school,. Teach- 
ers should study how he learnt and 
follow out the method, striving to make 
pupils conscious of what they un- 
consiously know. At first use hands, 
blocks, pictures, scraps, pegs. beads, 
peas, pins, etc. Paper should be used 
for designs. cutting, folding, Pictures 
may be cut for replacement. _ Leaves 
and other objects may be drawn by 
tracing outline. Pricking the outline 
of words. figures, etc., is a good exer- 
cise. In Arithmetic, pupils should make 
their own tables and aftrewards their 
own problems. Careful work shduld be 
done from the first. No slovenly work 
should ever be allowed. In closing, Mr. 
Summerby complimented those who 
took part in the programme upon the 
excellence of their work. The Associa- 
tion then adjourned after a very profit- 
able meeting, the success of which was 
largely attributable to the efforts of 
President Mackintosh.

HELPFUL HINTS. 

In repairing or allering cotton clot b- 
ing it is vexatious to find the machine 
stitching has ehrunken, drawing the 
seams and hems, ete. into puckers, This 
trouble can be remedied by soaking the 
spool of thread over night in a glass of 
water, afterward standing it where it 
will dry, when {ft is ready for use.

All 
children will be naughty, and too often 
mothers and nurses forget this. Study 
the child’s character more, and what- 
ever you do, do not punish bim for a 
fault which he bas inherited from you 
unless you overcome it in yourself first.

One needa to stand on 
the bow of a ship that is driving at full 
speed, through a dense fog and, when 
the fog suddenly lifts, find “twenty-five 
webergs all around us of various 
shapes,” a field of pack ice thirty miles 
long, fair across the bow, or better yet, 
to repeat the experience of the Captain 
of the Glenivet, that not only got where 
the ice was all around her. but drove 
hard against it and crushed im her bows. 
But it is not in the largest icebergs 
that the greatest menace to the ship 
is found. In the thickest fogs these 
are indeed concealed as effectually from 
the navigator as 

A SUBMARINE TORPEDO, 
but because of a peculiar radiant light 


that is inherent~—a light that makes the | of 


berg seem+ to have stored up the sun's 
vays on a bright day in order to give 
them out im dull weather—the berg 
can be seen in a haze either by day or 
by night for a distance sufficiently great 
to enable an alert officer of the deck 
to get his ship out of the way. It is in 
ie o —— yp “calf” from 
‘the big berg that the greatest danger 
lurks. Whenever the bie bergs and 
their trains of field ice come down from 
the north there are found with them 
huge boulder-shaped masses of indigo- 
blue ice, wholl ferent in color from 
the snow-like fields and bergs, The or- 
dinary sailors call these growlers, but 
the old Arctic whalers speak of them 
as “fresh-water ice.” Floating so low 
in the water that the tep is just awash, 
a solid mass of 100 tons can hardly be 
seen, even in clear weather, until so 
near as to be unavoidable. The break- 
‘ng of a wave over the masa looks al- 
most exactly like an ordinary white cap. 
It is the opinion of old Arctic whalers 
that such ice destroys more ships than 
the bergs do, 

The worst feature of the danger which 
ships risk in running through the ice- 
infested routes lies in the one 
the ice currents engender. } aturally 
the cold water current that brings these 

¢ massea of ice from the north af- 
fects the air above it. If the wind be 
from the north it may be, and very 
often is, colder than\the water, and in 
that case the air remains clear. But a 
breeze from any southerly point comes, 
warm and humid, in\contact with this 
we and ice water, with the unavoidable 
result of condensing {the moisture “into 
a fog which the eye |cannot penetrate. 
Not only does the ice’ lie in wait to de- 
atroy the ship, but it creates its own 
ambush. -. 
Quite as startling as a portrayal of 
the actual danger is a consideration of 
the area over which the danger lurks. 
A glance at the pilot chart of the North 
Atlantic shows accurately the ice in- 
fected space, as well as the reason why 
be space mrust remain rous in 
the spring and early rummer as long as 
ocean currents run in the sea and gla- 
clers flow in Greenland. The reader 
= only to recall that the icebergs are

that break off from Greenland glaciers 
that flow into the sea, and that these 
ice masses float away south with the 
Arctic current until that current reach- 
es and dips down under the Gulf Stream. 
Of course, both iceberg and field ice 
are influenced by the wind, but because 
of the proportion of the mass sunk in 
the water the bergs often travel not 
only against the wind, but against a 
shallow surface current like the edge of 
the Gulf Stream, and in the

But because they can enter | 
it and because ita position varies from | 
day to day, and because the bergs are 
relentlessly moving down every day, 
there is an area of 200,000 square miles 
in which no ship master can say he is 
safe for a single watch. As an old Cun- 
ard shipmaster once wrote in the Lon- 
dom Nautical Magazine: 


“It mever begin a voyage across them 
without a fervent aspiration that I 
might once more elude these special 
dangers, or clowe the voyage when | 
have escaped catastrophe without a 
prayer of thankfulness.” 

A consideration ‘of the signs by which 
ship-masters are supposed to be able to 
detect the presence of icebergs envel- 
oped in fog is mot mong aps They 
can see an iceberg in any but the heav- 
jest fogs at aedistance of two miles, but 
when it is remembered that steamers 
cover a mile in three minutes, 
distance seems remarkably sbort.

r Fire in Deseronto, 
ABOUT ONE-QUARTER OF THIS ENTER- 
PRISING TOWN IN ASHES. 


Deseronto, May 26th.—Queen’s 
Birthday of the year 1896 will be 
remembered for a lifetime to come 
by the inhabitants of the Hay ot 
Quinte district as one which wit- 
nessed the destruction of a large 
portion of Deseronto by fire and 
which proved a day of excitement 
and destitution unparalelled in the 
history of this enterprising town. 
The scenes which have been wit- 
nessed here since the fire broke out 
at 3:30 yesterday afternoon have 
been indescribable. © The scattering 


of sparks from a shingle dock 


caused such a rapid spreading of 
the conflagration that it seemed as 
though the fire fiend had determined 
to wipe the entire place out of ex- 
istence. When one house ignited 
its sparks were soon blown to the 
dry roof of another and the destruc- 
tion continued. A_ peculiarity 
which was noted was that sidewalks 
ignited and the flames by that 
means rushed along and across the 
streets, igniting buildings below 
which were being protected from 


sparks by energetic workers on the|_ 


roofs, Vessels passing along the 
bay were compelled to keep well 
out, as any attempt toland would 
have meant destruction. One sad 
feature of the day was that a large 
number of those whose houses were 
destroyed had gone off on some of 
the day’s excursions and returned 
but to find their homes and those of 
their neighbors in ashes. 

The loss is estimated at over half 
a milion dollars. Of this the 
Rathbun Company owned $250,000 
worth, which is partly covered by 
insurance in the Royal, Commercial 
Union, Liyerpool & London & Globe 
and Western Companies. 

The destroyed portion comprises 
two thirds of the East Ward and 
consists of about 100 buildings or 
one quarter of the entire town of 
Deseronto. 


The fire started about.3:10 o'clock 
p-m., @ spark from the steamer Rein- 
deer, which plies on the Bay of 
Quinte, lighting on the shingle 
dock. The shingles caught fire 
and were soon blazing. A terrific 
wind was blowing front a point 
rather south of southwest, and 
though a stream was laid on in five 
minutes and people fought the fire 
bravely, yet the high wind, the in- 
flamable nature of. the stores, the 
lack of organization and protection 
proved fatal. The town engine 
was worked well and Napanee 
sent Assistant Chief Mair, an engine 
and twenty men, and Kingston 
sent a steam fire engine under As- 
sistant Chief W. Miller. The last 
contingent coyered the 35 miles in 
35 minutes, worked well and rend- 
ered yaluable service.

A Colebrated Case. 

.In the Supreme Court gt Ottawa on 
the 2ist inst, the well-known case 
Bridgewater Cheese Manufacturing Co. 
v. Murphy Gordon and Company was 
argued. The respondents in this case 
were private bankers, with whom the 
appellant company had a depasit ac- 
count. The president of the company 
raised money from the bank, on a note 
made under the seal of the company, 
but without authority, and the question 
for decision is whether or not the com- 
pany is liable to pay it The courts be- 
low have held that it is liable. The ap- 
peal dismissed with costs. Messrs. 
Porter and Cross for appellants. Mr. 
Moss, Q. C., Mr. Stewart, and Mr. 
Masson for the respondents. 

New Regulations. 

Hereafter medical health officers will 
be required to forward the names of 
those guilty of breaches of the law to 
the provincial authorities,» who will 
prosecute. Hitherto the matter has 
been left in the hands of local officers 
and but few convictions have resulted. 
The appointment of a division registrar 
is also to be made, who shall make 
returns of a)) births, marriages and 
deaths twice a year. Every physician 
is now required to report the death to 
the medical health officer of the town 
or district before giving a death certifi- 
cate. The latter shall make investiga- 
tions and report to the division regis- 
trar, who will in turn, without charge, 
issue a permit to bury the deceased, 
The law applies to all deaths, and puts 
heavy penalties on any undertaker, pall 
bearer,clergyman and graye digger who 
permits a burial without a certificate 
from the diyisioa registrar. Any 
doctor found to haye furnished a false 
report as tothe cause of death is sub- 
ject toa $50 fine and discipline by the 
medical council. 


Changes in Postal Regulations. 
Heretofore requests for return have 
not been recognized on any class of 
matter other than letters. The Post- 
master-General has, however, decided 
that in future (dating from June Ist. 
1896) any matter of the 8rd, 4th or 5th 
class on which may be written or print- 
eda request for return toa specified 
address may be so returned, subject to 
the payment by the sender, on delivery 
tohim through the post-office, of the 
full amount of postage to which the 
article was in the first place liable, to- 
gether with any charges rated thereon 
|in connection with any deficiency in 
the original prepayment. Photograph 
albums, whether empty or with photo- 
pSsheee inserted, may be sent by post. 
either within Canada or toany Postal 
Union Country at the rate of 1 cent 
per 2 ounces. Persons writing to Post- 
j masters for information of an official 
i nature should be carefal to enclose the 
necessary postage for reply, The 
lowest rate of postage on school ex- 
amination papers is 1 cent per 2 ounces.

Black Enot. 2 . 

This is the\time of year to look out 
for Black Knoton plum and cherry 
trees. It is regarded as an infectious 
disease on fruit trees and the Ontario 
Act of 1898 provides that a fine of not 
less than five dollars nor more than $20 
may be imposed for every case of ne- 
elect. Cut off all knot and paint the 
wound with turpentine or linseed oil. 
Burn all prunihgs and effected branches 
which are removed. United action on 
the part of all fruit growers is neces- 
sary in order to secure the best results 
from the enforcement of these recom- 
mendations. 


Children Burned to Death. i 

On the morning of May 16th fire was 
discoyered in a house occupied by 
Michael Harvey abdut a quarter of a 
mile north of Blackwater. The dwell- 
ing, a log one, was complete! y, constm- 
ed, along with contents, and two little 
girls, aged six and eleven, were burned 
todeath.

An Ordination, 

On Sunday next, the Rev. Father 
Murtagh, of Marmora, will supply the 
place of Father Dayis, who goes to 
Ottawa to assist at the ordination to 
the priesthood of the Rey.C.H.Sloan, of 
the Oblate order. It will be remember- 
ed that the Rey.Mr.Sloan was formerly 
a student of Trinity College, Toronto, 
and a candidate for orders in the Angli- 
can ministry. In 1898 on receiving the 
pamphlet published by Father Dayis on 
“the fafkity of the 89 articles " he ob- 
jected to the validity of Father Davis’ 
arguments and requested a thorough 
and exhaustive examination into the 
whole religious question, Father 
Dayis cheerfully consented assuring 
his young enquiring friend that such an 
examination must inevitably result 
either in his hearty submission to the 
Catholic church or in his candid avowal 
of infidelity pure and simple. For 
nearly three years, the matter was ex- 
amined into pro and con from both a 
philosophical and Theological stand- 
point when Mr. Sloan acknowledged 
himself convinced of the absolute trath 
of Catholic teaching and was solemnly 
baptized on September 1st, 1890, in this 
village by Father Davis. Immediately 
he sought entrance into the Oblate 
Order in Ottawa, in the Catholic Uni- 
yersity of which city he has been pur- 
suing a course of Philosophy and The- 
ology for the past six years.
